Trading in Textiles 


The figures, which are compiled by the Wholesale Textile 
Association in collaboration with the Bank of England, do not 
include the turnover of all the wholesale textile houses, but 
practically all the important houses in the large centres of 
distribution are normally contributors; owing to war-time 
disturbances the sample has become less representative than it 
used to be. The particulars relate to all classes of textile goods, 
including wearing apparel for men, women and children, as well 
as furnishings, and also some non-textile goods; in computing 
the value of sales or stocks the purchase tax has been omitted. 
In view of the substantial rise in price which has occurred for a 
number of textile goods since the outbreak of war, the figures 
should not be taken as representing the volume of goods sold 
or in stock.

Fur Apparel 


The Fur Apparel (No. 5) Directions, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 
No, 618, price 1d.) come into effect to-day. The principal 
changes are as follows :— 

(1) The period of restriction is fixed for six months from 
Ist May to 31st October 1943. 

(2) The quota for the six months is 10 per cent. value of 
supplies in the standard year, that is at the same annual rate as 
previously. The concession for inexpensive garments however 
has been changed ; it now applies only to fur coats (not less than 
88 inches in length), and the price of coats qualifying for the 
concession has been raised from £7 10s. to £10; in future the 
Value of such coats will only count for 4 instead of } against 
their quota. 

(3) The Directions now apply to fur apparel as defined in the

Utility pram rugs, Utility towels and towelling, and Utility tea 
towels ; and not wntil the 31st October 1943 for Utility mattresses, 
Utility pillows and bolsters, Utility quilts ard Utility blackout 


cloth. After these dates, the ceiling prices for the articles in 
question will be reduced to take account of the removal cf tax, 
ayd retailers will not be permitted to sell at prices exceeding 


the new ceiling prices, whether or not the goods have in fact 
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borne any tax. An Order giving effect to this arrangement will 
be made shortly. 


Manufacturers’ Prices of Women’s Outerwear 


The Board of Trade have had under review the maximum 
margins and ceiling prices for the manufacture of Utility women’s 
outwear laid down in the Cloth (Making-up and Use) (No. 4) 
Directions, 1942 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of Ist 
August 1942, page 356). After considering the views of the 
Associations representing manufacturers in these trades and 
obtaining other relevant evidence, the Board have decided that 
the present margin of 7 per cent. is out of line with the margins 
fixed for the other kinds of utility clothing. It will accordingly 
be reduced to 5 per cent. Ceiling prices for garments made 
from the 4-figure cotton and rayon cloths and the pre-priced 
wool cloths will generally speaking be at the same levels as those 
for garments made from the corresponding 3-figure cloths and 
the existing wool cloths, but there are some alterations and

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Extra Clothing Coupons 


THE INDUSTRIAL TEN 


Although the official closing date for applications for the 
extra clothing coupon concession to certain workers—usually 
called the Industrial Ten—was 31st October 1942, many applica- 
tions have since been and are being received, and coupons 
have been issued in numerous cases. As from Tuesday, 27th 
April, coupons will only be issued through Local Offices of the 
Ministry of Labour and National Service to workers :— 

(1) For whom applications have already been received, or 

(2) Who entered an eligible occupation for the first time on 
or after lst February 1943. 

Workers who became eligible before Ist February 1943 but 
have been prevented from applying through long illness or other 
cause entirely beyond their ccntrol, should send particulars of 
their case to the Board of Trade, Raleigh House, Dolphin Square, 
London, 8.W.1. 


Worn Service Boots 


Since 13th October 1942, it has been illegal, under the Recon- 
ditioned Service Clothing Order, 1942 (see the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 7th November 1941, page 493) for a trader to 
acquire (except under a licence) any worn Service clothing 
except from the Ministry cf Supply or from a person whose 
name is entered on the Register of Wholesale Traders in Second- 
hand and Salvaged Clothing. In order to allow wholesalers to 
dispose of any remaining stocks they may have of worn Service 
boots acquired before the date in question, the Board of Trade 
have issued a General Licence (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 620, price 
1d.) under which it will be lawful until 30th June 1943, for any 
retailer of clothing to acquire worn Service boots (whether 
repaired or unrepaired) from any other person who, upon or 
before supplying them, furnishes t2 the purchaser a certificate 
signed by him that he acquired such boots in the course of his 
business prior to 13th October 1942. 


War Damage Commission 


Mr. T. Roberts, the War Damage Commission’s Regional 
Manager for Region No. 10 (Manchester), has been appointed 
Deputy Director of Claims at the Headquarters of the Commis- 
sion in London. He will be succeeded in Manchester by Mr. J. L. 
Moffat, who takes up duty on Ist May.

Ministry of Fuel and Power 
FUEL EFFICIENCY BULLETINS 


No. 12. “ Thermal Insulation of Buildings” 

The thermal insulation of a building, if correctly applied, 
may save more than half of the fuel required to heat the same 
uninsulated building, and frequently with new buildings the 
saving in initial cost of the heating installation may more than 
offset the cost of the application of insulation, quite apart 
from the annual savings on the fuel bill. 

This Bulletin shows the results of insulation, its cost and 
methods of providing it. Values of thermal transmission for 
typical constructions are given, and a table shows the savings 
due to insulation per 1,000 square feet of structure. Various 
materials are considered in relation toginsulating properties, 
and the value of the formation of sealed air spaces is stressed. 


No. 16, ‘‘ Superheated Steam” 

Economy in the use of fuel can frequently be effected by the 
use of superheated steam. Superheating it not invariably 
advantageous, and before it can be applied successfully it is 
necessary to consider the conditions under which it is suitable 
and the degree of superheat required. 

This Bulletin discusses the effect of superheat in promoting 
fuel economy and the circumstances under which superheat 
should be used. Thé more important questions that are dis- 
cussed, and the answers given to them, may ‘be summarised as 
follows :— 

(1) Does the addition of a superheater improve the efficiency 
of the boiler to which it is applied ?—Yes, generally. 

(2) Does superheated steam lead to a saving of fuel when the 
steam is to be used for the generation of power ?—Yes, always. 

(3) Is superheated steam more economical than saturated 
steam when used for process work ?—No. 

() Does the use of superheated steam lead to an increase in 
the output of process plant ?—No. 

(5) Has superheated steam any advantages over saturated 
steam in process work ?—Very seldom ; generally the reverse. 

(6) Should some degree of superheat be imparted to process 
steam so that it reaches the process in a dry state ?—Yes. 

A method is described which has been found effective for 
increasing the superheat on Lancashire boilers under certain 
conditions. 


Imperial Institute 
TECHNICAL INTELLIGENCE BUREAU 


Experience has shown that, although certain Government 
Departments, particularly war-time Ministries, make frequent 
use of the intelligence and laboratory services which the technical 
staff of the Imperial Institute can render, there are still some 
which are not aware of the extensive facilities available at the 
Institute for the rapid supply of technical information relating 
to the trade, occurrence and utilisation throughout the world 
of all kinds of raw materials. The scope of the intelligence service 
is also not so well known to commercial firms as it should be. 

In order to bring these facilities to the notice of all to whom 
they may be of service, the following is a brief statement indi- 
cating the nature of the information which the Institute’s staff 
of technical experts can furnish. 

The Institute’s staff includes tropical agriculturists, chemists, 
chemical technologists, economic botanists, economic geologists, 
mining engineers, mineralogists and statisticians, all of whom are 
expert in their particular subjects. When desirable, the Institute 
seeks the advice of members of its fifteen consultative committees, 
which comprise authoritative professional and business men. 
Further help is also afforded by numerous tfade contacts. 

The Institute also has an extensive reference library and a 
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technical index covering most of the relevant trade and scientific 
publications issued during the past thirty years. 

Examples of the type of inquiry dealt with at the Institute 
include the following :— 

(1) Inquiries relating to sources of supply of raw materials 
and semi-manufactured products whether of animal, vegetable 
or mineral origin in all countries. 

(2) Inquiries relating to the marketing of overseas preducts. 

(3) Detailed statistics of production, consumption and trade 
in all countries. 

(4) Questions concerning the normal uses of all raw materials 
and most semi-manufactured products and discussions concerning 
possible new or alternative uses. 

(5) Inquiries concerning the specifications as to qualities and 
types of raw materials necessary for various purposes. 

(6) Questions arising out of a desire to substitute one commo- 
dity for another. 

(7) Details of the methods’ employed in the cultivation of 
crops and the soil and conditions under which they have to be 
grown. 

(8) Details of the methods employed in mining, smelting and 
dressing minerals for the market. 

(9) Methods of processing and preparation for the market of 
animal and vegetable products; particulars of machinery and 
equipment used for these purposes. 

(10) Details of the location and plant capacity of works at 
which smelting or refining or other processing is carried out. 

(11) Inquiries concerning the identity of products of all kinds 
and their suitability for use in industry. 

(12) Analysis and testing of samples or raw materials in the 
laboratories of the Institute. 

Arrangements have been in force for some time past for dealing 
with inquiries as speedily as possible and, wherever expedient, 
by telephone. 

Inquiries should be made in the first instance to the Intelligence 
Section of the Plant and Animal Products Department or of the 
Mineral Resources Department, according to the nature of the 
subject concerned. 

No charge will be made to departments of the United Kingdom 
Government or other Governments of the Empire contributing 
to the general funds of this Institute for services rendered in 
terms pf this letter unless any particular inquiry should involve 
a volume of work so great that it cannot be undertaken by the 
existing staff. 


Institute of Physics 


Some important developments in the methods and technique 
of examining the behaviour of solids by X-ray diffraction methods 
were announced at the Institute of Physics’ Second Conference 
on X-ray Analysis in Industry recently held in Cambridge. 
The first session was devoted to a discussion on ‘‘ The Quantita- 
tive Treatment of Powder Photographs,” the introductory 
papers being “ The Cylindrical Specimen” by Dr. A. J. Bradley, 
** The Flat Specimen ” by Dr. G. W. Brindley and ‘“‘ Microphoto- 
meters”? by Professor J. M. Robertson. The second session 
opened with a brief discussion on a proposal to change the present 
values used for X-ray wavelengths to absolute values. This was 
followed by a discussion on ‘“‘Some recent developments in 
X-ray diffraction.” Dr. A. H. Jay spoke on “ Superlattice 
formation,’”’ Dr. K. Lonsdale on “ Thermal Effects and Allied 
Phenomena,” and Dr. H. Lipson on “ Side-band formation.” 
Dr. A. J. C. Wilson closed the session by giving an interim report 
on the very sgtisfactory progress that had been made in the 
preparation of the Index to X-ray Diffraction Photographs of 
Powders, the preparation of which had been proposed at the 
first Conference. The last session was devoted to a discussion 
en “ Line Broadening.” Dr. F. W. Jones opened it with a paper 
on “ Quantitative Treatment of Crystal-size Measurement,” and 
was followed by Dr. A. J. C. Wilson, who spoke on “ The Effects 
of Distortion and other Imperfections.” 

Mr. C. W. Bunn, of Imperial Chemical Industries Ltd., gave a 
stimulating evening address with the title “Towards Atomic 
Photography,” which he illustrated with many beautiful slides. 
He spoke of some of the work which has been proceeding in the 
Cavendish Laboratory‘and of his own contributions to the develop- 
ment of new techniques. 

Photographs, models and apparatus were exhibited in the 
Cavendish Laboratory and in the adjoining Crystallographic 
Laboratory. 

The Conference, over which Sir Lawrence Bragg presided, was 
attended by over 200 persons. The physicists, chemists, metal- 
lurgists and engineers who were present came from many 
different industries and Government establishments as well as 
from academic institutions, thus demonstrating the growing 
field of application of this method of analysis. 

The organising committee of the Conference was requested to 
seek the sanction of the Board of the Institute of Physics for the 
formation of a new group under its auspices so that the work of 
these first two Conferences might be continued. 
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War Artists for Merchant Navy and 
Inland Transport 


The Minister of War Transport has appointed Mr. John 
Platt and Mr. Bernard Hailstone, on the recommendation of the 
Artists’ Advisory Committee, as official war artists for the 
Merchant Navy and Inland Transport. 


Government Road Haulage Organisation 
HIRE OF LONG-DISTANCE VEHICLES 


Rates and conditions of hire for long-distance motor vehicles 
for inclusion in the Government Road Haulage Organisation 
have now been agreed by the Ministry:of War Transport with 
the Standing Joint Committee of Road Haulers’ National 
Organisations. The rates are being recommended by the Stand- 
ing Joint Committee for acceptance by the industry and the 
hiring of vehicles for inclusion in haulage units will begin as soon 
as arrangements can be made. 

Application forms will be available very shortly at the sub- 
district offices of the Emergency Road Transport Organisation. 
On completion, the forms will be examined by the Regional 
Transport Commissioners, and if the vehicles are eligible, they 
will be hired. 

Eligible vehicles must be in reasonably good condition, struc- 
turally and mechanically, and must have been used continuously, 
wholly or mainly, for general haulage for distances of 60 or more 
miles from the point of collection to the point of delivery during 
the 12 months immediately prior to 2nd November, 1942.

SUSPENSION OF BUSINESS REPLY AND POSTAGE 
FORWARD (PARCEL) SERVICES 


As was stated in Parliament on 14th April the Business Reply 
and Postage Forward (Parcel) services are to be suspended as a 
war-time measure.

South Africa 


TRADE CONDITIONS 
The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South Africa 
supply the following information on trade conditions in the Union 
of South Africa. 
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General business conditions show very little change. Public 
demand for general shopping lines is very keen and money is 
plentiful, but general stocks of non-essential goods and imported 
articles, if not exhausted, are decreasing and business tends to 
be confined to necessities and local production and replacements ; 
the Tange of Union products is increasing, and with imports 
arriving from time to time provide a fair wartime shopping 
variation. Prices tend to increase. 

Secondary industries are well employed on the basis of supplies 
of materials available and reports this month indicate that in 
view of the reduction in Government orders in some industries, 
such as furniture and building, there may be some improvement 
in the flow of supplies for civilian trade. 


© GOLD OUTPUT AND RAILWAY EARNINGS 


The Transvaal gold output for March (27 working days) was 
1,108,789 fine ounces with a value, including the premium, on 
the basis of £8 8s. a fine ounce, of £9,313,828, eompared with 
1,214,130 fine ounces with a value on the basis of £8 8s. a fine 
ounce, of £10,198,692 for March 1942 (26 working days). The 
average daily output for March 1943 compared with the previous 
month decreased by 1,066 fine ounces, but the working period 
contained three more working days and the monthly output rose 
by 97,117 fine ounces. 

Railway earnings from 8th March to 10th April amounted to 
£A,310,406 compared with £3,887,943 for the corresponding 
period of 1942. Earnings for the calendar week ending 3rd April 
1943 were £902,997, which constitutes a record and is the first 
time in the history of the South African Railway administration 
that the weekly total has exceeded £900,000. 


MAIZE, WOOL AND HIDES 


Farming conditions are steady. Reports for the past year» 
now being received from the branches, almost without exception 
indicate that while climatic conditions in some areas seem 
unfavourable, farmers benefited substantially from the keen 
demand for products and the higher prices, and the general 
position of this section of the country’s economy is considered 
prosperous. The prices at which farms sometimes sold during 
the past year were very high, but a noteworthy feature is that 
the opportunity was taken by many farmers to reduce their 
indebtedness. The new maize crop prospects have improved 
owing to timely rains, and the yield is now estimated at about 
24 million bags. 

Offerings of wool at Port Elizabeth have mostly consisted of 
Free State wools, some of which showed signs of droughty 
conditions, but on the whole they were well classed and realised 
full rates; recent good rains have assured grazing until after 
the winter. A report from Cape Town says that the drought has 
broken in several districts, but that it is doubtful whether it is 
in time to cause an improvement in short-wool offerings this 
season owing, in addition to the drought, to the farmer’s desire 
to benefit from the higher rates for longer wools. The difference 
in rates has also resulted in much smaller offerings at East 
London, where present business is almost entirely in native wools. 
Conditions at Durban are quiet. New-season mohair is arriving 
at Port Elizabeth, but holders are retaining supplies in the 
hope of higher prices. 

Hides have recovered after earlier weakness. There is a better 
demand for sheepskins and prices are well maintained. Glove- 
skins are slightly higher, and goatskins and angoras steady at 
unchanged levels. 

The demand for wattlebark from India is fairly good. 

The deciduous fruit season is closing, and reports indicate that 
in the circumstances the results on the whole must be considered 
satisfactory. The citrus season has just commenced and pros- 
pects are believed to be quite favourable.
